Horseflesh as Food, 
Horseflesh for food has increased wonder- 


fully in popularity in France. At Paris, 
the first horse butchery was opened on July 
9, 1866, and in that year 902 horses were 
slaughtered. Through seventeen years the 
business steadily increased, and the count 
shows that 203,537 solipeds were consuined 
in the city. On Jan. 1, 1889, the horse 
butcheries numbered 132. In other cities 
of France the output of the horse butcheries 
is enormous. Hippophagy is also in great 
favor at Rotterdam. Horse meat is used 
there as human food to an extent that is un- 
known in Denmark, Sweden and Switzer- 
land, as well as in parts of Italy. It is 
extensively used in Milan, while it is ecorn- 
ed in Turin. 
five horses were slaughtered in 1858, and 
the flesh was used exclusively for feeding 
the animals of a menagery. A Spanish 
writer regrets that hippophagy is not 
adopted in Npain, where it would benefit 
numerous poor laborers, to whom ordinary 
meat is an article of luxury on account of 
its high price. In Paris, the price of horse 
meat is about half that of beef for corres- 
ponding cuts.
